roomful of men known as the 
“ OLMWPR crowd” met here 
last Wednesday, Oct. 19, to talk 
of strategy needed to pull some 
lusty leeches off the back of 
millions of union duespayers.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
There’s plenty of politics both up over and 
down under in President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
visit in Australia. 
This country hasn’t paid enough attention to 
Asia, its problems, people and promise. 
This is apparent if for no other reason than 
Johnson is the first American president to visit 
Australia. 
So his visit to the land of “ The Waltzing 
Matilda” , the boomerang, the kangaroo, the 
aborigines 
and koala bear is a welcome one 
to citizens both above and below—especially 
to Prime Minister Harold E. Holt, who, like 
Lyndon, has watched his popularity slip in 
an election year. 
The Johnson visit is expected to enhance the 
electoral fortunes of Holt’s Liberal-Country 
party coalition while aiding Democrats running 
for Congress in the United States. 
The prime minister seem s content to stand 
or fall in Viet Nam, an overriding issue in a 
Nov. 26 general election. 
The issue also is 
one cause of President Johnson’s 
growing 
unpopularity in this country. 
“ By denying victory to Hanoi and Peking in 
South Viet Nam,” Holt told the Australian House, 
“ the spread of Communism in Southeast Asia 
can be checked.” 
No one has a greater stake in getting it checked 
than the Australians as any map reading student 
of geography can readily see. 
Holt’s talk is the kind all Americans should 
like to hear. Lyndon does like it. 
The President may have in mind an even more 
ambitious task for Australia than helping out 
in Viet Nam. 
As 
Great Britain withdraws its 
remaining 
forces from southern Asia, Australia may be 
forced to fill the vacuum. 
Even now Australian troops are stationed in 
Malaysia as part of the commonwealth strategic 
reserve. 
Australian-American ties, forged in

War n, grow stronger with the passage of time.

HOW GOES THE WAR? 
DA NAN‘ V ietnam — 
How 
goes the war? 
Better. 
Pretty well, in fact. 
You can say that things are 
beginning to roll our way. And 
unless there's a m ajor change 
in the weight of power — such 
as the commitment of the Chi­ 
nese army -- they should roll 
our way even faster. 


Reason one: 
The September 
IO elections. In spite of fierce 
pressure by the Vietcong and 
loud demands by the “ militant 
Buddhists'* that voters 
stay 
away from the polls, 80 
per 
cent of those registered 
cast 
ballots. 
This put a few things in focus. 
It tore in tatters the leftwing 
assertion that Vietnamese are 
overwhelmingly 
in 
sympathy 
with the Cong and are be intr 
held in the bondage of a m ilitary 
government and U.S. soldiery. 
The Vietnamese want peace. 
They have had a quarter cen­ 
tury 
of uninterrupted 
war. 
They'd be happy if all 
the 
soldiers and guerrillas would 
vanish tomorrow. 
But 
when 
the demarcation line was drawn 
practically all the refugees went 
south. 
Ho Chi Minh is not the 
idol of South Vietnam. 


REASON TWO: 
The 
stuff 
we’re throwing in. The United 
States has over 300,000 
men 
here. 
The hardware is good, 
the firepower tremendous. We 
control the sea and the skies. 
We hop across the mountains 
and the rivers. 
For the first 
tim e, the world is seeing 
a 
totally mobile war, 
but it is 
our side that is mobile — not 
theirs. 
The punch we've got here has 
provided another argument for 
the le t's -pull-out 
school 
in 
America. Why, they ask, is the 
U.S. presence so necessary if 
the Vietnamese really dislike 
the Cong? Why don't these peo­ 
ple simply rally behind 
their 
own army and throw Charlie 
out? 
You have to understand 
Ho 
Chi Minh's philosophy of fight­ 
ing. 
The object is to destroy 
the 
local 
power 
structure 
through 
assassinations 
and 
te rro r. You don't have to shoot 
many village headmen and dis­ 
trict chiefs before the villagers 
and farm ers get the message. 
The idea is to enforce 
a 
frightened neutralism , even if 
you have only a sm all 
body 
of troops who want to move at 
night. 
This might not work in Ohio 
or Iowa, among sophisticated 
people capable of fast organiza­ 
tion. 
But even in the 
United 
States 
1,000 
dedicated te r­ 
ro rists would have little diffi­ 
culty in killing half the members 
of Congress and half the state 
governors, 
and the confusion 
would be pretty considerable. 
The effect of these tactics on a 
pastoral, som etimes prim itive, 
people should be obvious 
The 
fact that the beginning of 
the 
assassination of village leaders 


in northern Thailand is under­ 
way Indicates that this la no 
Vietnamese phenomenon. It is 
the Communist formula for the 
eventual reduction of all South­ 
east Asia. 
To counter this, you have to 
have a lot more power than the 
enemy, just as there has to be 
a lot more cops than bandits. 
REASON THREE: 
The be­ 
ginning of the cracking. 
In 
large areas in Vietnam, partic­ 
ularly in the rice-rich delta, 
the VC was moving openly by 
daylight a year ago. Today they 
are way underground. But this, 
in itself, could be attributed 
only to the U.S. build-up if there 
were 
not 
other encouraging 
wind-straws. 
There is, for example, 
the 
growing 
stand-and-fightism 
among the Popular Forces, the 
home 
guards 
who man 
the 
isolated strongpoints that the 
VC used to overrun at night. 
There is an increasing flow of 
intelligence from farm ers and 
villagers who, only months ago, 
were sullenly silent. 
Last year 12,000 VC 
“ r e ­ 
turnees" voluntarily presented 
them selves to the “ ChieuHoi," 
o r “ Open A rm s" centers. So 
far this year there have 
been 
another 
12,000 
with 
three 
months yet to go. 
And 
the 
monthly rate is rising. 
Re­ 
turnees complain of being tired 
of hiding, of being bombed, of 
hunger and disease. 
They 
ridicule the endless VC politi­ 
cal 
pep 
sessions. 
Recently 
some platoon leaders 
have 
been showing up. 
THE VC is getting, at last, a 
dose of heavy counter-propa­ 
ganda. 
He is being showered 
with leaflets asking how 
long 
he will be a pawn of Chinese 
expansionism, how he'd like to 
join the “ real revolution" now 
shaping up in Vietnam in favor 
of individual rights and justice. 
Loud-speaker planes, capable 
of being heard over a one-mile 
radius, are broadcasting tapes 
made by VC who have defected. 
In the meantime, Hanoi 
and 
Peking are pinning their hopes 
on 
American 
“ w ar-w eari- 
ness." Every defeatist speech 
in Congress, however sincerely 
delivered, raises hopes that if 
the war is continued a little 
longer the Americans will give 
up. 
Every page-one picture of 
American beatniks offering to 
donate blood to North Vietnam 
enforces the belief that Ameri­ 
cans 
are hopelessly divided 
and are ready to collapse. 
But more and more, the war 
in Vietnam resem bles 
the 
successful campaign of 
the 
British against sim ilar tactics 
in Malaya, even though 
the 
British did not have to contend 
with constant new infiltrations 
through such bogus neutrals as 
Laos and Cambodia. 
The VC 
does not have time on its side. 
Tho huffing and puffing 
from 
Peking, darkly hinting 
of pos­ 
sible 
massive 
Chinese par­ 
ticipation, is facing a put-up- 
or-sh u t-up situation. 
The war is going well.

Probers Parley Startled 
by 
News Of Wave of Murders md 
Looting Inside Labor. 
Washington, D.C.: 
— 
A 
roomful of men known 
as the 
“ OLMWPR crowd" met here 
last Wednesday, Oct. 19, to talk 
of strategy needed to pull some 
lusty leeches off the back 
of 
millions of union duespayers. 
The “ OLMWPR crow d," com­ 
ing together from all parts of 
the nation for the first time in 
three years, virtually 
is un­ 
known to the public -- though 
they are a dedicated investiga­ 
tory force. Of late they 
have 
learned, more than any other 
group of Federals except 
the 
FBI, of m urder, mayhem, loot­ 
ing, embezzlement, conspiracy, 
te rro r, 
shakedowns 
and 
chicanery down in the bottom 
amongst the local labor “ w ar­ 
lords.** 
The “ OLMWPR crowd" 
is 
made up of the Federal Govern­ 
m ent's 
Office 
of La bor- 
Management and W elfare-Pen­ 
sion Reports compliance 
r e ­ 
gional directors. 
Collectively, they were aghast 
at the impact of newly pooled 
information of a wave of local 
union 
looting, killing and vio­ 
lence right across this nation. 
But they were more frustrated 
by the grim legal fact 
that 
they could do very little with 
their knowledge. 
Apparently no national force 
appears willing to take 
on 
what obviously again is needed 
in the image of the late Estes 
Kefauver 
or the overworked 
Sen. McClellan. 
Mostly this wave of violence 
has hit the construction unions 
-- including the team sters, one 
of whose officials was shot cold 
to death in his office this sum ­ 
m er. In addition to the m urder 
of two painters and a Las Vegas 
pipefitters union leader, there 
have been at least three such 
killings in other unions during 
the past few months. 
There is much talk of 
the 
painters union m urders and the 
indictment in New York of Dis­ 
tric t Council 9 leader Martin 
Rarback on charges of taking 
over $840,000 in bribes. 
But 
few realize that painters rank 
and filers as late as Oct. 
6 
futilely 
have asked the Labor 
and Justice Depts. for a probe 
of the organization. 
There is much talk of 
the 
painters* scandals -- but what 
of the unobserved indictments 
and convictions of officials of 
iron workers locals - - o r 
of 
conspiracies 
in 
that pivotal 
union to take over the inter­ 
national presidency of that o r­ 
ganization. The Job now brings 
its president, John Lyons, 
a 
total of $64,872.86 in 
salary, 
allowances and expenses. 
Two iron workers 
union 
local chiefs in Atlantic 
City 
were indicted last 
month 
on 


charges of embezzlement 
and 
conspiracy. 
They were 
ac­ 
cused of taking money 
from a 
hidden strike fund they set up in 
1961. 
Two other iron workers offi­ 
cials were sentenced about the 
same day to prison for taking 
motley as a union official from 
an employer. 
They 
operated 
in the New York area. This is 
in the east. 
But the word is 
that there is plenty such steady 
looting in unions west of here. 
The OLMWPR men talked of 
the “ Stirone boys'* trying 
to 
work their way into the P itts­ 
burgh hod carriers; or of the 
“ old crowd" trying to 
push 
their way back into St. Louis 
construction locals; 
or some 
racket-tinged local in 
the In­ 
ternational Brotherhood 
of 
Electrical 
W orkers or 
the 
carpenters. 
In New York's Southern Dis­ 
tric t, on which insiders' 
at­ 
tention 
is most concentrated, 
the ever-crusading U.S. Atty. 
Robert Morgenthau is probing 
the huge 
garbage 
collection 
business. 
He's 
looking 
into 
control 
of 
the vital dumping 
grounds as well as carting. The 
word “ vital** is used advisedly. 
What would an honest carter do 
with several truckloads of gar­ 
bage if he had no place to dump 
it? 
Mr. Morgenthau also is taking 
another look at a carting union 
with a tough reputation. 
Why is there no national probe 
by anyone? 
The AFL-CIO na­ 
tional headquarters says 
in 
effect, “ This is a cop problem.'* 
The labor federation's cannons 
of ethical practices say that the 
national office cannot look into 
an affiliated national union un­ 
less 
it 
is “ dominated, con­ 
trolled and substantially 
in­ 
fluenced" by corrupt elements. 
Well, the national leaders of the 
electrical workers or the plum­ 
bers or the'carpenters are not. 
Why doesn’t the latter probe? 
Because the locals have auton­ 
omy. To steal? Well, that be­ 
comes a federal problem be­ 
cause under Section 302, Talt- 
Hartiey, anything of value taken 
by a local union official from 
an employer, etc., is under the 
Justice Dept's Jurisdiction. So 
President Bud Raftery and the 
painters* national office did not 
move against Martin Rarback 
though $840,000 appears to be 
something of value even by to­ 
day's inflated prices. 
As for the Justice Dept, - - i t 
is authorized to use the FBI 
in such cases but the Depart­ 
ment is “ headless** at 
the 
moment. 
So there are few local probes, 
though as one of the “ OLMWPR 
icrowd" said, “ You have 
not 
heard one hundreth of it.'* 
Maybe not. 
But what’s on the 
record is enough to get som e­ 
body to investigate something.

there is no money in our bud­ 
get for this affair. 
If you or 
someone in your family has a

Those who agreed to tie on 
the apron and puffin some fancy 
KP for their country received 
an 
appreciative 
letter from 
Mrs. Goldberg's aide, Rose­ 
mary Spencer, who wrote: 
“ Thanks so much for your of­ 
fer of a contribution for 
the 
tea. We would be most grate­ 
ful lf you could furnish about -- 
cookies. 
If it would be 
con­ 
venient, could you also 
bring 
trays or serving dishes on which 
to arrange your goodies.... 
“ Your contributions can

sent to the m.ssion any 
time 
during the day, as we have re ­ 
frigerators in which they can be 
stored if necessary.**

HIGH C06T DRUGS 
This column stirred up 
a 
tempest last summer when it 
reported that, under the Medi­ 
care Program , the taxpayers' 
money was going indirectly to 
buy 
brand-name drugs that 
could be purchased by 
their 
generic names for a fraction 
of the brand-name cost. 
Across 
the 
country, drug 
manufacturers issued denials 
and doctors wrote indignant le t­ 
te rs to editors. 
A number of 
their patients, 
however, told 
how they had been squeezed by 
the drug price mark-up. 
Last week, Sen. Russell Long, 
D-La., called upon the Senate 
to help elderly patients buy 
their drugs at generic-name 
prices. 
“ If this were done by a busi­ 
ness firm ," said Sen. George 
Murphy, R-callf., protesting 
against Long's opposition to 
brand names, “ It would be r e ­ 
ferred to as unfair business 
competition." 
‘I know," retorted Long, “ that 
some people would like to see 
the government pay for drugs 
for old people at four or five 
tim es more than the 
actual 
cost. It would cost our govern­ 
ment hundreds of m illions." 
The Senator from Louisiana 
then cited several drugs which 
sell at inflated prices 
under 
brand nam es, 
including 
the 
common aspirin. 
A custom er can buy generlc- 
name aspirins, he said, “ at a 
very nominal cost. 
If one 
wants to buy a brand-name a s­ 
pirin it is exactly the 
same 
product. 
It may be advertised 
that there is none better. They 
are right. 
There is none bet­ 
te r, and there is none worse. 
It is all aspirin..,. 


“ Why shoud we, as a govern­ 
ment, pay a penny apiece for 
aspirin tablets when there are 
bottles of them in every drug­ 
store at seven for a penny - 
the same size and the same 
quality?" 
HUEY THE KINGFISH 
Recalling his father's days as 
a patent medicine pitchman, the 
Senator told how Louisiana’s 
colorful Huey “ Kingfish** Long 
used to offer two medicines. 
“ One was named high poplar- 
lorum , and the other was named 
low poplarhlrum ," recollected 
the Sen. “ Both bottles were the 
sam e size. 
One bottle sold 
for 50 cents, the other for a 
dollar. 
The people practically 
always bought the dollar bottle. 
“ The difference between these 
two products was that the high 
poplarlorum was made from the 
bark that had been skinned down 
the 
tree, and the low poplar- 
hirum was made from the bark 
that 
had 
been sk inned up the 
tree. 
“ I cannot criticize the (drug­ 
gists) for charging a dollar for 
a 5-cent bottle," said Sen. Long, 
“ when I know that my dad did 
the same thing. 
But we have 
no business making the old peo­ 
ple pay two or three tim es more 
than they should to get 
these 
products."

BY Tom B. Stroup, 
County Extension Director 
What Constitutes A Fair and 
Satisfactory Farm Lease — 
These comments byLeroyRott- 
mann, Extension Farm Manage, 
ment Specialist, University of 
Missouri, may be of help to 
you in making a satisfactory 
lease. 
The answer to the often re­ 
peated question of what constu 
tutues a fair and satisfactory 
farm lease arrangement, will 
differ with each individual case. 
The variability of fields and 
farms in productivity, in size, 
in 
slope and in topography 
makes their adaptability to vari­ 
ous crops and operations much 
different. And these variabil- 
ities quite often occur in a 
relatively small area. 
So it 
does not necessarily follow that 
the ingredients of a satisfactory 
and fair lease arrangment on 
one farm will apply to the farm 
across the road. 
For example, a highly produc­ 
tive farm with a minimum of 
erosion problems andlongrows 
can be farmed quickly and easily 
with larger machinery and the 
resulting yield large enough that 
both tenant and landowner have 
a good return for their contri- 
butions. 
Conversely, the farm 
in the same neighborhood with 
steep slopes, short rows and a 
low natural fertility is not eas­ 
ily farmed with large machinery 
and equipment. 
At the same 
time, yields will be lower. In 
this case, the tenant has made 
a larger contribution in terms of 
labor, management, machinery, 
etc.. but has less return because 


of lower yields for his efforts. 
Obviously, if these two farms 
have a lease arrangement call­ 
ing for the same contribution 
and the same division of crops, 
tenant No. 1 will be much bet­ 
ter off. 
Also, a lease that is fair and 
satisfactory at any given “i>oint. 
in-time” does not necessarily 
remain that way for long. The 
dynamic changes which are oc- 
curing in agriculture do not lend 
themselves toa static land lease 
arrangement. 
The application 
of new technology “triggers” 
or “ sets off** a chain of events 
which can affect the fairness of 
a lease. 
The use of changing 
amount of herbicides, insecti­ 
cides, and fertilizers may dic­ 
tate necessary changes in the 
lease 
arrangment. 
Large 
changes in land values, the 
changing cost relationships for 
inputs of labor and machinery, 
the changing government farm 
policies, the increasing mana­ 
gerial requirements and the 
introduction of new crop vu. 
rieties are additional factors 
whih can and most often do af­ 
fect the “ fairness of a lease 
arrangement.’' Therefore, the 
conditions and terms of a land 
lease arrangment need to be 
periodically evaluated, and the 
needed adjustments and revi­ 
sions made to keep the lease 
“ fair and up-to-date” for both 
tenant and landowner. 
There are excellent publica­ 
tions which are available from 
your Universitj Extension Cen­ 
ter which will give you the nee- 
essan working forms to assist 
you with ftiir lease arrange­ 
ments.

What Constitutes A Pair and 
Satisfactory Farm Lease — 
These comments byLeroyRott- 
mann, Extension Farm Manage, 
ment Specialist, University of 
Missouri, may be of help to 
you in making a satisfactory 
lease. 
The answer to the often re. 
pealed question of what consti. 
tutues a Cur and satisfactory 
farm lease arrangement, will 
differ with each individual case. 
The variability of fields and 
farms in productivity, in size, 
in 
slope 
and 
in topography 
makes their adaptability to vari­ 
ous crops and operations much 
different. 
And these variabil. 
ities quite often occur in a 
relatively small area. 
So it 
does not necessarily follow that 
the ingredients of a satisfactory 
and fair lease arrangment on 
one farm will apply to the farm 
across the road. 
For example, a highly produc. 
tive farm with a minimum of 
erosion problems andlongrows 
can be fanned quickly and easily 
with larger machinery and the 
resulting yield large enough that 
both tenant and landowner have 
a good return for their contri­ 
butions. 
Conversely, the farm 
in the same neighborhood with 
steep slopes, short rows and a 
low natural fertility is not eas­ 
ily farmed with large machinery 
and equipment. 
At the same 
time, yields will be lower. In 
this case, the tenant has made 
a larger contribution in terms of 
labor, management, machinery, 
etc., but has less return liecause 


of lower yields for his efforts. 
Obviously, if these two firm s 
have a lease arrangement call­ 
ing for the same contribution 
and the same division of crops, 
tenant No. I will be much bet­ 
ter off. 
Also, a lease that is fciir and 
satisfactory at any given “point, 
in-time** does not necessarily 
remain that way for long. The 
dynamic changes which are oc­ 
hrin g in agriculture do not lend 
themselves to a static land lea se 
arrangement. 
The application 
of new technology “triggers** 
or “ sets off** a chain of events 
which can affect the fairness of 
a lease. 
The use of changing 
amount of herbicides, insecti­ 
cides, and fertilizers may dic­ 
tate necessary changes in the 
lease 
arrangment. 
Large 
changes in land values, the 
changing cost relationships for 
inputs of labor and machinery, 
the changing government farm 
policies, the increasing mana­ 
gerial 
requirements and the 
introduction of new crop va­ 
rieties are additional factors 
whih can and most often do af­ 
fect the “ fairness of a lease 
arrangement.** 
Therefore, the 
conditions and terms of a land 
lease arrangment need to be 
periodically evaluated, and the 
needed adjustments and revi­ 
sions made to keep the lease 
“fair and up-to-<late“ for both 
tenant and landowner. 
There are excellent publica­ 
tions which are available from 
your University Extension Cen­ 
ter which will give you the nec­ 
essary working forms to assist 
you with fair lease arrange­ 
ments.

A city ordinance of 1889 for­ 
bids sale or display of mer­ 
chandise on any public street or 
sidewalk. 
Wellman charged there was 
“ selective enforcement” of the 
ordinance. He pointed out that 
the Columbia Missourian, the 
Columbia Tribune and the Man- 
eater are sold on streets and 
sidewalks without interference. 
Police Chief Paul Cheavens 
said action against Free Press 
salesmen was taken after a com­ 
plaint was received. He declined 
to say who made the complaint. 
“ There’s an underlying issue 
here involving the legality of 
this ordinance which prevents 
us from selling,” Wellman said. 
“ Our freedom to publish and 
survive as a newspaper is very 
seriously threatened.” 
The eight-page tabloid, started 
this year, was published twice 


in the spring and once in the 
summer without incident. It is 
supported by sales and contribu­ 
tions from feculty members.

and give to those who have not.

E ar­ 
lie r, the Com munications Satel­ 
lite Corp. announced plans to 
launch a satellite on Wednesday 
to extend com m ercial communi­ 
cations coverage via space to 
the F ar E ast. 
The A tlas-C entaur 
launching 
is set for 5:30 a.m . EST Tues­ 
day, the com m unications satel­ 
lite for 6 p.m . Wednesday.

Atlas Rocket 
Slated for 
Test Flight 


CAPE KENNEDY, Fla. (AP) 
-The space agency Friday an­ 
nounced plans to launch an 
Atlas-Centaur space rocket next 
Tuesday to fully qualify it for 
lunar and planetary flights. 
The launching is one of two 
space missions scheduled from 
Cape Kennedy next week. Ear­ 
lier, the Communications Satel­ 
lite Corp. announced plans to 
launch a satellite on Wednesday 
to extend commercial communi­ 
cations coverage via space to 
the Far East. 
The Atlas-Centaur launching 
is set for 5:30 a.m. EST Tues­ 
day, the communications satel­ 
lite for 6 p.m. Wednesday. 
An attempt will be made to 
place the Centaur second stage 
in orbit and then restart its two 
hydrogen-powered engines. If 
successful, 
the 
rocket 
will 
hurl a dummy model of 
a 
Project Surveyor spacecraft to­ 
ward an imaginary moon — a 
spot in space 236,000 miles 
away . om the earth. 
Two previous attempts tilled 
to re-lgmte the Centaur engines 
in space. Engineering changes 
have been made to correct the 
problems. 
The Atlas-Centaur performed 
perfectly twice earlier this year 
in propelling the Surveyor I and 
2 spacecraft toward the moon. 
Surveyor I became the first 
American vehicle to sofUland on 
the lunar surface. Surveyor 2 
had trouble and crash4andedon 
the moon. 
Those 
were 
dlrect-ascent 
shots that required only one ig­ 
nition of the Centaur engines. 
With the capability of a sec­ 
ond ignition, the Centaur stage 
would be able to enter a parking 
orbit and at the desired time 
and place, refire its powerplant 
to send the spacecraft toward 
the moon or planets. 
“ The earth orbit capability 
will significantly enhance the 
flexibility of Centaur in support 
* of lunar and planetary missions 
by increasing the period of time 
in which these launches can be 
made,” the National Aeronaut­ 
ics and Space Administration 
said — in some instances wide­ 
ning the periods from minutes 
to hours. 
“ Earth parking orbits also 
will permit Surveyor spacecraft 
to be launched during the winter 
months when lunar lighting con­ 
ditions are unfavorable for di­ 
rect ascent trajectories,*' the 
space agency added.

Mail Possible 
For New Areas 


WASHINGTON - Senators Stu­ 
art Symington and Edward V. 
Long today praised the post of­ 
fice department for Us decision 
to begin door-to-door city de­ 
livery service for citizens in 
new home developments. 
The senators said the action 
revokes a 1963 post office de­ 
partment order which banned 
door-to-door city delivery ser­ 
vice in them. 
The senators were informed 
by the Postmaster General that 
action would be carried out In 
three steps: 
Postmasters will determine 
where and how door-to-door ser­ 
vice should be provided local­ 
ly consistent with their opera­ 
ting budgets. 
The post office department's 
IS regional directors will act 
on the recommendations, con­ 
sistent with local needs and al­ 
located funds. 
When they get approval from 
their appropriate regional di­ 
rectors, local postmasters will 
take steps to put the service 
Improvement into effect. 
Senator Symington and Sena­ 
tor Long have both urged the 
post office department to re­ 
voke the three and one half 
year cid restriction on door- 
to-door service.

Do we have in our midst an­ 
other consumer tad comparable 
to trading stamps? The statis­ 
tics would indicate it. And the 
breakfast scenes confirm it. 
Cranky husbands find rain­ 
bow-colored coupons spilling 
from the instant coffee jar. Chil­ 
dren inadvertently chew “ val­ 
uable certificates” that have 
been enclosed In cereal boxes. 
It is difficult to avoid them. 
Something like 20 billion cou­ 
pons -—IOO for every man, wom­ 
an andchUd—will be distributed 
to Americans this year. 
Millions of them wUl come in 
food cartons or jars. Millions 
more will be clipped from pub­ 
lications. Millions more spill 
out of mail boxes, offering “the 
occupant'* the latest In deter­ 
gent science at a low, low 
price. 
The envelopes you receive in 
your mail containing coupons 
from as many as seven different 
companies are called coopera­ 
tives, because the companies 
cooperate in splitting the post­ 
age cost. Sixteen billion of these 
coupons will be distributed this 
year. 
No 
doubt 
the carnival of 
bright colors fascinate, the pos­ 
sible savings entice. The ques­ 
tion you must answer is this: 
Are you saving IO cents from 
the “ regular” 35-centprice?Or 
have 
you 
been enticed into 
spending 25 cents you otherwise 
might have saved? 
Cooperative mailings are one 
of the fiistest growing advertis­ 
ing forms. It is a development 
mostly of the 1960s and is grow­ 
ing now at the rate of a billion 
coupons a year. 
The purpose is to int ice you to 
become a regular buyer of a 
product. And, In cashing your 
coupon at the store, you reveal 
an. enormous amount of in­ 
formation for the marketing 
specialist. Many of the coupons 
contain codes. Some of your 


buying habits can then be ana­ 
lyzed by computer. 
This is how a cooperative cou­ 
pon mailing works: 
A producer of a consumer 
product tells one of the big mail 
order 
houses 
with 
a vast 
list,based 
on 
the telephone 
directory or automotive regis­ 
tration lists, that he wishes to 
“sponsor” a mailing. 
“I will guarantee a mailing of 
23 
to 25 
million packets,” 
he tells the mailer. In return 
tile mailer says “I will try to 
find you six other noncompeting 
products to accompany your 
mailing and lower your cost.” 
The sponsor has the right to 
choose his envelope compan­ 
ions. Usually the separate com­ 
panies do their own printing 
and deliver them to the smal­ 
ler, who charges each adver­ 
tiser about $20 for mailing I,- 
000 coupons.

Virtually all the judges polled 
by the American Bar Associa­ 
tion itinel, headed by Justice 
Paul O. Reardon of the Supreme 
Judicial Court of Massachu­ 
setts, preside over 
trials in­

eight responded. 
More than half — 39 — said 
they 
never reprimanded the 
news media or requested they 
withhold their reports before or 
during tria l.

worn deep in the earth by thou- 
sands of wagons a century or 
more ago, will be dedicated 
Saturday as a national historic 
landmark. 
The ruts a re a short distance 
from Howell, Kan., on UJS. 50 
about nine m iles west of Dodge 
City. 
A bronze plaque donated by 
die National Park Service and 
mounted on a stone monument, 
will be unveiled during a cere­ 
mony that starts at 10:30 a.m . 
Two other sites in southwest 
Kansas have been designated 
national historic 
landm arks. 
The 
others 
are Wagonbed 
Springs on the Cimarron River 
southwest of Ulysses and the El 
(juartelejo Pueblo ruins 
in 
Scott County State Park. 
Attending the ceremony will 
be Robert H. Dole, 1st D istrict 
congressman; Elbert Smith of 
the National Park Service, May­ 
or Frank B. Mapel of Dodge 
City, and John Stickney, owner 
of the land and donor of the 
monument. 
The site commemorates the 
longest continuous stretch of 
clearly defined tracks that re­ 
main along the entire Santa Fe 
Trail, a route that carried the 
Pioneer prairie schooners from 
western Missouri to Santa Fe.

At this site the trail left its 
course 
along 
the 
Arkansas 
River and climbed up from the 
river valley to run for several 
miles over rolling 
hills. 
It 
then wound back down to the 
river. 
The ruts are well-preserved in 
rough pasture land that has nev­ 
er been plowed. 
The Santa Fe Trail is one of 
the most fiimous of pioneer 
western trails. It opened the 
frontier to civUization. Millions 
of dollars worth of goods were 
freighted across the plains. 
A brisk market was created 
in the Southwest. 
Soldier moved across the trail 
to conquer New Mexico and 
California for the Union during 
the Mexican War.

m arker, Ft. Larned, Ft.
